100 senators were recorded. 


Republican senators had their

•^Friday. Afterward GOP sup- 


porters of the civil rights bill 
said they thought they would 
have enough votes, 
with the 


Democrats, to invoke cloture 
when the showdown comes. 


But various senators had dif- 


ferent estimates of how many 
GOP votes would be needed.

For only the third Saturday 


since the debate began March 
9, the Senate did not meet to- 
day.

*' they hope will produce the need- 


ed cloture votes. 


These efforts have run into 


some difficulties, but both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican leaders 
said they were confident the 
proposed changes would be in 
shape to introduce formally next 
week. 


They agreed, however, that 


there would be no floor action 
during the week, largely be 
cause of an expected high rate 
of absenteeism. The Senate will 
recess from Thursday to the 
following Monday for a long 
Memorial Day weekend.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A Com- 


munist victory in Laos would be 
a virus in the intestines of all 
Southeast Asia. Soon the whole 
area would have a Red fever. 
This country is now considering 
action to stop it. It's easy to see 
why. 


Landlocked Laos, about the 


sie of Britain, is right in 
the 


stomach of Southeast Asia. It 
has 1.8 million people, mostly 
illiterate, and with a life expect- 
ancy of 40 years. 


Most of them, living in ham- 


lets scattered by mountains and 
jungles, have never heard of 
demcracy 
or 
communism. 


There are no railroads, no high- 
ways in the modern sense. Few 
roads are suitable for cars or 
trucks. 


Travel is by jungle path or 


plane. Communication is mostly 
by mouth or foot. Laos has few- 
er than 1,000 telephones. But it's 
the way it's landlocked that 
could be fatal to its neighbors.

"Any significant expansion of 


the Communist world would in- 
deed be a danger to the United 
States 
because 
international 


communism thinks in terms of 
ultimately usings its power posi- 
tion against the United States. 


"Therefore Communist armed 


aggression 
in Southeast

in fact endanger 
our 


peace and security and call for 
counteraction on our part." 


President Eisenhower put it 


another way, with a now well- 
worn analogy: If one Southeast 
Asian country fell to commu- 
nism, other free nations would 
then fall like stacked dominoes.

to play a fighting role in World 
War II.

PORTSMOUTH. N.H. (AP)— 


A small floral wreath will bob 
in the 
Atlantic 15 miles off 


Portsmouth on Saturday where 
a sea drama of life and death 
held a nation's attention exact- 
ly 25 years ago. 


The submarine Squalus wnk 


in 240 feet of water off the Isle 
of Shoals on May 23. 1939. with 
57 Navy men and two civilians 
aboard. 


It was to be many hours be- 


fore 
a 
waiting nation would 


learn that 33 men were alive in 
two separate compartments of 
the 310-foot submarine. 


And for two tense-filled days 


all attention focused on the spot 
in the Atlantic until 33 men who 
survived 
the 
disaster 
were 


brought to the surface in one of 
the great rescue feats of the sea. 


Even 
the 
submarine 
itself 


eventually was brought to the 
surface in an historic salvage 
operation in what 25 years ago 
was the deepest water in which 
Navy divers ever operated. 


Twenty-four years later — on 


April 10. 1963—the nuclear sub- 
marine Thresher 
passed 
the 


same spot en roufe to her own 
untimely death with 129 men. 
220 miles at sea in more than 
8.000 feet of water—also during 
a test dive. 


Thresher never was recovered 


—and because of the extreme 
depth may never be. 


The Squalus was raised, re- 


fitted and went off to World War 
II as the Sailfish. She acquitted 
herself well, torpedoing 45,029 
fons of Japanese shipping in its 
Pacific patrols. 


The wreath marking the 25th 


anniversary 
of 
the Squaius' 


sinking will be tossed to the sea 
by a man who survived the 
sinking and later returned to 
iier when she was rechristened 
Sailfish. 


He is Gerald McLees of Ports- 


mouth, now a civilian employe 
at the Portsmouth Naval Ship- 
yard and former electrician's 
mate on the Squalus. The an-

presidency," the man said, "is 
no place for a timid soul or a 
torpid spirit." Later, he added 
this: "I strive to please." 


The man is Lyndon B. John- 


son, who will be in the White 
House six months Friday. He's 
been neither timid nor torpid. 
Anything but. 


And he's been so anxious to 


please he has acted like a one- 
man rescue squad for anything 
that ails the country. 


He's been the bounciest presi- 


dent since Theodore 
Roosevelt 


and more willing to stick his 
neck 
out than any president 


since Harry S. Truman. 


He went into the heart of the 


segregation country 
—Atlanta 


—to make a speech on civil 
rights and was almost mobbed 
by happy Georgians. 


He promised to shut dowti 


needless military bases and got 
surprisingly little bad reaction, 
although if there's anything a 
congressman doesn't like it \s a 
base shut down in his district. 


He asked business and labor 


leaders to dinner at the White 
Flouse — but not at the same 
time—and asked the former to 
keep down prices and the latter 
to 
keep down wage demands 


Both groups liked him, al- 


though this doesn't mean they'll 
do what he asked. This week the 
AFL-CIO said it Wouldn't. 


It's in trying to please that he 


outdid himself, 
if that's pos- 


sible. 


You're old He's pushing 
a 


lealth care program. You're 
poor 
He has an antipoverty 


program. You need money He 
got Congress to approve a tax 
cut. You like to travel 
He 


lopes to have a man on the 
noon by 1970. 


You're a v(oman He's made 


a production of putting women 
n good government jobs. You 
want more pay He's asked 
Congress to broaden the mini- 
mum wage law and in some 
cases require double-time pay 
'or overtime. 


He even thought of people who 


ike big muscles. He has a phy- 
sical fitness program with Stan 
Musial, a baseball great, in 
charge. 
Or maybe you're a 


tightwad who wants tightwads 
in government. He's thought of 
that, too. 


He cut the budget and goes 


around turning out White House 
lights to save on electricity, al- 
though he's probably 
running 


up the biggest presidential tele- 
phone bill in history, 
calling 


people to get on the ball. 


He uses the telephone like a 


third arm. He gets little sleep, 
works day 'and night, and, so 
the 
rumor 
goes, 
holds his 


friends up by the ears to get 
things done. 


No president in memory has 


kept reporters 
panting so far 


trying to keep up with him, on 
foot, on wheels and on paper. 


In one spurt he made 3 


speeches in two weeks. He trav- 
eled the Appalachian trail twice, 
visited the World's Fair and 
shook hands with White House 
tourists. He dances as long as 
there's a woman left standing 
at White House shindigs, and 
holds news conferences on the 
spur of the moment or while 
trotting six times around his 
garden. 


With all that said, the next 


question is: How's he doing? 
Fine, from all accounts. He's 
riding so high in 
popularity 


polls the Republicans, in this 
presidential election year, seem 
io have had some of the steam 
taken out of them. 


Perhaps his greatest single- 


handed achievement — in the 
sense of working at it personally 
—was getting the rail dispute 
settled. It had seemed impossi- 
ble but the result 
electrified 


him. Then he 
really 
started 


walking and talking. 


If knowing how to deal with 


members of Congress helps a 
president, Johnson ought to set 
a record. He was in Congress 
himself 24 years, a longer serv- 
ice than any president before 
taking office. And he's working 
at it. 


He has had success on some 


things—like a tax cut, a farm 
program, a foreign aid bill he 
could live with—but all the big 
tests lie ahead, at home and 
abroad, and the country should 
know far more about him by 
election time. 


His major programs are still 


hung up in Congress, like civil 
rights and health care. His prob- 
lems abroad haven't been back- 
breaking so far but they may 
become so soon, particularly in 
Southeast Asia.
